Association met 
Friday ev ening and reorganized 
the coining year by electing the 
lowing officers: 
President, J . G. Laupus. 
Vice President, C. H. Cordes. 
Secretary, Thos. J . Clark. 
Treasurer, C. D. Billings. 
Attorney, Thos. M. Honan. 
The president appointed as the ap­ 
praising committee: 
W. P. Masters, 
C. H. Cordes, H. C J ohnson. 
The annual report of the secretary 
for 19 08 which was presented at the 
stockholders’ meeting shows the A s­ 
sociation in the best condition ev er 
reported. 
The 
activ e 
demand 
for 
money for building purposes has kept 
all the funds of the A ssociation bear­ 
ing interest as rapidly as they hav e 
been receiv ed. 
There are now 6,284 shares of stock 
in force; 
and there are loans out- 
amounting to $224,800 
During the year the A ssociation re­ 
ceiv ed from dues, 
interest, 
initiation 
fees, etc $9 2,370.19 : 
and from other 
sources, 
such as loans repaid, etc, 
$52,306.36; 
making a total business 
transacted of $144,676.55. 
For about 
two years the Association has charged 
no premium on loans made. 
During 
the year the A ssociation has loaned 
to stockholders $88,9 24; has paid to 
stockholders for matured 
stock and 
withdrawals $52,379 .54. 
The expense 
of conducting the business including 
rents, fuel, lights, adv ertising salaries 
of the president, secretary and treas­ 
urer, etc, has been $1351.30. 
Of these 
officies the secretary giv es his entire 
time to the business of the A ssocia­ 
tion 
The Cooperativ e has prov en itself 
one of the strongest financial institu­ 
tions in our city. 
That it is carefully 
managed is shown by the fact that it 
has not a single piece of property on 
hand nor has it a single loan where it 
seems probable that the property must 
be taken to satisfy the 
loan. 
Its 
directors all serv e without pay and 
j 
the officers receiv e v ery small 
salar- ! 
ies considering the serv ice they render, j 
That the A ssociation has the confi­ 
dence of the citizens is shown by the , 
steadily increasing v olume of business calls attention to our logal conditions 
which is now the largest in the history 1Q the following:

In y esterday's paper there appeared 
a lenghtby 
and 
exceptionally 
well 
written article by C. 
8. Mercer in 
fav or of v oting a subsidy to the Sey­ 
mour and 
Brownstown Contruction 
Co. in building an electric road to 
connect these two points. 
With much 
of what the article said all can fully 
agree. 
As to many of the facts and 
conditions mentioned there is little to 
despute. 
It is principally with {his 
processes of reasoning 
upon these 
facts and the conclusions drawn that 
1 we would take issue. 
In the first place, it was currently 
reported sev eral days before its publi­ 
cation, that Mr. Mercer was prepar­ 
ing suchv an article at the request of 
the Company in order to get its case 
before the people in its strongest pos 
sible light. 
The fact that the article 
appeared on schedule time and c on ­ 
tains so much elaborate statistics and 
other ev idence of much time and labor 
spent in its 
preparation 
seems to 
confirm the fact that it is not in reality 
Mr. 
Mercer but the 
Seymour and 
Brownstown Construction Co. arguing 
its case through him. 
That be has !made the most of his 
side of the subject, 
wd* are ready to 
admit, yet, in all fairness, 
if this 
article was written at the request of 
the company 
and 
for 
the purpose 
stated, it can only be considered 
as 
the special pleading of an able ad v o­ 
cate. 
This is in no way a reflection 
on 
Mr. Mercer but, 
if true, 
it is to 
show the v iewpoint from which he is 
considering the subject. 
The Hon. Speaker of our present 
House of Representativ es, 
our own 
Tom Honan, in his address on assum ­ 
ing his new honor a few days since, 
sounded a clarion note in the consider­ 
ation of all such questions as the one 
in point.

without objection from you I can say 
that economy in public expenditures 
and the suppression of graft in public 
office will be welcomed by the people 
of the state. 
It is ev ident that in the 
past that in many instances the peo­ 
ples' money has been spent without 
regard for the purposes for which this 
money was collected. 
Taxes are r ais­ 
ed in order that the expenses of the 
state can be met, and no more taxes 
should be collected than is absolutely 
necessary to carry on the affairs 
of 
the state properly.

of the mill is about 12,000 feet per day

Mr. Miller says “ It is a plain case 
of asking v oters who pay little or no 
tax to v ote an extra tax upon those

of a Traction Line connecting this 
city with Brow nstow n.” 
W e understand that those who pay 
taxes 
must 
pay 
this 
bill. 
Ev eu 
though Capital must pay a little more 
for the benefit of Labor, we think that 
this would hav e to do with the bring­ 
ing together in a closer relationship 
those who labor and those who hav e 
money. 
This proposed interurban tax that 
we are about to v ote will cost me about 
two hundred dollars, $200,

“ Meanwhile the assaults on our city 
treasury 
are becoming 
bolder and 
more reckless day by day and not a 
word of warning is sounded from any 
source.” 
Right here I desire to sound 
a word of warning. 
The v ery prev a­ 
lent idea that public money and pub­ 
lic property cost nothing and belong 
to no one is responsible for much of 
its misappropriation of 
funds and 
prev alent graft. 
People, good people, 
hav e one standard of honesty for 
priv ate affairs and an entirely differ­ 
ent standard for public affairs. 
I believ e w.th Mr. Mercer “ That 
assaults on our treasury are growing 
bolder and more reckless” and I be­ 
liev e further that though the proposed 
subsidy has the sanction of law, that 
a v ote of our people to take $40,000 
fron our treasury and turn it ov er to 
& priv ate concern is to open wide the 
gate9 and to license ev en more bold 
and reckless assaults on our treas­ 
ury. 
It is to giv e the proper sanction 
to such misappropriation of public 
money to priv ate interests as our city 
can furnish many instances and some 
of which are not yet ancient history. 
There are sufficient legitimate uses 
for public money, 
that 
no excuse 
should hold for 
using the taxing 
powers of the state for priv ate gain. 
A new high school building an ef­ 
fectiv e sewer system, improv ements on 
ev ery hand which are absolutely nec­ 
essary and 
would at the same time 
giv e to the laboring man and to those 
furnishing materials much more last­ 
ing and 
substantial 
benefits than 
would the questionable project of fur­ 
nishing the money upon 
which some 
priv ate corporation is to start a busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. J ackson iu one of his argu- ; 
ments fav oring the people v oting to 
him and his co-laborers this $40,000 
needed for a school building stated 
that he fav ored selling 30 year bonds 
to obtain money for school building. 
This of course would allow the $40,000 : 
to be giv en his company but granting 
money to be worth 5 per cent interest 
it would cause our people to pay an 
ev en $100,000 for their $40,000 build- 
ing. 
This is cited simply to show how 
differently people consider public to ' 
priv ate affairs. 
It seems to me no 
priv ate indiv idual 
would 
tbiuk of i 
s uch a suicidal proposition.

W hile the num ber o f co lo r blind per­ 
so ns is no t v ery large, o nly abo ut fiv e 
in ev ery hundred suffering fro m any de­ 
fect In this respect, and mo st o f them 
)>eing affected o nly in a mino r degree, 
y et the pheno meno n assum es v ery re­ 
m arkable phases. 
One specialist has said th at he had 
*« und tw o perso ns who po ssessed mo no ­ 
chro m atic v isio n : th a t is to say , all 
co lo rs appeared to them to be simply 
different shades o f gray . 
If o ne will lo o k a t a pho to graph o f 
a landscape, o r better, o f a garden tilled 
with brilliant flo wers, lie will be able 
to fo rm an idea o f the 
appearance 
which n ature m ust present to the per­ 
so n who suffers fro m this afflictio n. 
One can so metimes im itate tin* ef­ 
fects o f co lo r blindness thro ugh o v er- 
fatigue o f the ey e. Thus B rett, the Eng­ 
lish painter, o nce to ld tHe m embers o f 
the Ro y al Astro no mical So ciety th a t in 
painting a senrlet geranium , a fte r w o rk­ 
ing o n it fo r a quarter o f an ho ur, 
the a rtist will no t kno w th at it is scar­ 
let a t all, but will co ntinue to paint 
as If it w as black o r co lo rless. “Red,” 
1 e ex plained, “is a v ery irritatin g co lo r 
to the retina, and o ne can lo o k a t green 
until all is blue.” 
The wo rld m ust be a curio us place 
to co lo r blind perso ns, o f who m there 
are 50 males and fo ur fem ales to ev ery 
tho usand indiv iduals. 
So me are blue- 
y ello w blind, and 
ev ery thing 
seems 
either red, green o r gray to th e m ; o th­ 
ers ar» red-green blind, ta d all things 


•cem to them to 
be y ello w, blue, o r gray 
o f v ario us shades: and o thers again 
perceiv e no distinctio n o f co lo r a t all, 
the who le wo rld wearing an unchanging 
aspect o f gray . 
The o ldest fact abo ut the gro ups first 
mentio ned is th at they hav e the co m­ 
pensatio n o f seeing their o wn particu­ 
lar co lo rs much mo re keenly than per­ 
so ns w ith o rdinary v isio n. 
The co lo r blind 
do 
ex trao rdinary 
things a t times. 
Fo r instance, an o ffi­ 
cer o f the nav y went o ne day to pur­ 
chase m aterial fo r a co at, v est 
and 
tro users. 
He bo ught instead a blue 
co at and red tro users, believ ing them 
to be o f t lie same co lo r. 
A B ritish adm iral painted 
a 
land­ 
scape, a wo rk o f which he was v ery 
pro ud, until a friend finally co nv inced 
him th a t he had painted the trees red, 
in m istake fo r green. 
An arch itect’s pupil, being directed to 
co py the representatio n o f a ho use fin­ 
ished in bro wn, handed in a w ater co lo i 
draw ing wherein the 
dwelling 
was 
painted g reen, the sky scarlet, and the 
ro ses blue. 
T he i>o 8 to ffio e autho rities o nce disco v ­ 
ered th a t a clerk was sho rt in his ac­ 
co unts by reaso n o f tne fact th a t In* 
was unable to distinguish the different 
co lo red stam ps. 
A sedate Quaker has been kno wn to 
purchase a green co at fo r him self and 
a red go wn fo r his wife, believ ing that 
bo th w ere bro wn. 
It rem ains to be ex plained why wo m­ 
en’s ey es are less defectiv e in the m at­ 
ter o f differentiating co lo rs than tho se 
o f m an. 
There is no difference be­ 
tween th e ey e o f the m ale and th a t o ! 
the female, y et wo man’s superio rity in 
m atching co lo rs has alw ay s been reco g­ 
nized. ev en in cases w here man had the 
adv antage o f lo ng ex i>erience. 


SEN SE IN A RUNAW AY MULE.

H av ing o bserv ed a runaw ay ho rse in 
o ne o f the do wnto wn streets dash into 
the v ario us gro ups o f ho rses tied alo ng 
the curb and leav e a lo ng line o f 
wrecked carts, buggies and o ther v ehi­ 
cles a v eteran ho rse train e r spo ke o f 
the difference between a runaw ay ho rse 
and a runaw ay mule, say s the Kansas 
City S tar. 
“T here is o ne po int o f difference lie- 
tween a runaw ay ho rse and runaw ay 
mule,” he said. 
“No m atter ho w badly 
frightened a mule may be he will no t 
lo se his head. A runaw ay ho rse dashes 
wildly into ev ery bunch o f ho rses alo ng 
the ro ute. 
A runaw ay m ule do es just 
the co ntrary ; he will carefully av o id all 
o bstructio ns and keep in the m iddle o f 
the ro ad until he has run him self do wn. 
It is seldo m th at y o u hear o f any o ne 
being injured by a runaw ay mule. 
“So me y ears ago I was driv ing a 
siwm o f mules thro ugh a big pasture 
o n a ranch in w estern Tex as. 
They 
were frisky anim als, and when a jack 
rabbit jum ped o ut o f the grass under 
their feet they became frightened and 
o ff they went. 
I co uld no t ho ld them 
and they were so o n running full tilt 
straig h t to w ard a deep rav ine o n o ne 
side o f the pasture. 
T he w alls o f this 
w aterco urse were straig h t up and do wn 
fo r a hundred feet o r mo re. 
A t th a t 
lime I was no t fully acquainted with 
the characteristics o f the m ule and I 
ex pected th a t they wo uld go to destruc­ 
tio n o v er the precipice. 
1 dro pped o ut 
o f the tail end o f the wago n and sto o d 
w atching to see the finish. 
These two 
mules did no t see the precipice until 
they w ere w ithin a few feet o f it. Then 
they cam e to an abrupt sto p, all o f the 
o ld frig h t being taken o ut o f them by 
the new danger. 
H ad the runaw ay 
anim als beo n ho rses they wo uld hav e 
go ne o v er the precipice. 
T h e kicking pro cliv ities o f a mule 
hav e giv en the anim al a bad reputa­ 
tio n, but I kno w fro m my ex perience 
th a t th ere Is little danger fro m a run­ 
aw ay mule. 
They hav e the faculty o f 
keeping their head. 
The sense o f self- 
preserv atio n is alw ay s upperm o st in the 
mind o f the mule. 
II** is no t go ing to 
risk his life. 
When he runs aw ay he 
w ants a clear field.”

Seven is also a three and a 
four, the Trinity and the resurrection, 
on behalf of the whole world.

be of one accord, w hat g reat thing s 
m ig ht be seen in answ er to pray er and 
patient waiting upon God! 
W hether 
the election of M atthias w’as of God or 
only of Teter and the others, wre may 
perhaps not be able to decide till we 
know' as we are knowm. 
We shall 
surely know when we see the twelve 
thrones occupied of which Jesus spake. 
Ten day s having passed since He left 
thorn, which, added to the forty day s 
between 
resurrection 
and 
ascension, 
completed the fifty of Lev. xxiii, 12-16, 
they being with one accord in one 
place, the Iloly Spirit came as prom­ 
ised, accompanied by a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing , mig hty wdnd, 
which filled all the house where they 
were sitting .

Al­ 
ready the oldest members of the ele­ 
p hant farm do the p orterag e and trac­ 
tion work of the station. 
They carry 
driv ers on their backs and p ack saddles 
with loads. Some draw wag onettes and 
others are trained to draw the p low. 
None of the animals is more than 7 
y ears old and since the Indian ele­ 
p hants are most efficient at the adult 
ag e. 15 y ears, it is believ ed even bet- 
tei results may be 1(H)ked for. 
Mor­ 
tality among the eic» o 
newly cap - 
tured has been g reat and as y et it has 
not been p ossible to attem p t to breed 
them In cap tiv ity , but ex p erience is 
s. Jving the p roblems of dom estication; 
the deaths are now few. and fresh re 
cruits are being 
constantly 
added 
Ev entually , it is 
ex p ected, 
elep hant 
carav ans will be established. 
Success in the undertaking means a

They 
live esiiecially in the marshy reg ions, 
feeding on the g rass of the p lains in the 
early morning and returning to the 
shelter of nearby forests when the sun's 
ray s g row warm. 
Rarely are the soli­ 
tary “rog ue” elep hants met 
in 
the 
Kong o. The African sp ecies are found 
g enerally in families of three to six in­ 
div iduals, but troop s of 20, 30 or 100 
are not rare, and witnesses even affirm 
that troop s of sev eral hundred ex ist. 
Shunning man, and as a rule fleeing 
at his ap p roach, the African elep hant 
when attacked often shows fig ht and 
Is dang erous p rey . 
Kong o sp ecimens 
hav e very larg e ears, that ev en stretch 
hack bey ond tbe neck and cov er p art 
of the flank. 
In color the Kong o ele­ 
p hants are of a g ray ish blue, almost 
slate-like tint. 
In size Kong o elep hants 
hav e l>een killed more than 14 feet hig h 
at the withers and reckoned at more 
than eig ht tons in weig ht. 
Tusks ob­ 
tained are sometimes more than 200 
p ounds in weig ht and six and one-half 
feet in leng th.

“Lattakia tobacco (Abou Riha) is an 
article of commerce well known in En­ 
rola' and America. 
It is black in color, 
owing to its fumig ation by the Nusai- 
rleh mountaineers in the smoke of a 
tree called ‘elezzer’ or *ezr,’ which im­ 
p arts to It a p eculiar arom atic flavor. 
This fumig ation lasts for from seven to 
nine months, but only p roduces the de­ 
sired effect during those of winter and 
sp ring , althoug h the tobacco is still 
fresh and g reen in summer when it is 
hung to the rafters for smoking p ur­ 
p oses. 
“The ‘ezr’ g rows wild, seldom attain­ 
ing the size of the oak, and g iv es out 
its arom atic oder when burned in the 
g reen state, 
it is a nativ e of the 
Nusairieh mountains and not 
found 
elsewhere, so it is claimed. 
In 11)03 
the Lattakia tobacco crop amounted to 
0,000 bales, as ag ainst 8 ,000 bales foi 
the p receding y ear. 
A bale weig hs 
eig hty -sev en to ninety -two kilos (19 1.4 
to 202.4 p ounds). 
Most of it g oes to 
Eng land at 14 to 24 cents p er p ound. 
It was rumored last y ear th at the 
American tobaCeo trust was try ing to 
secure a monop oly of the Lattakia to­ 
bacco p roduct. 
It already controls the 
licorice-root industry in the Lattakia 
and Alex andria districts. 
An av erag e

Southwestern Rep orter, 272, holds that 
a railroad comp any which reserv es to 
itself the rig ht to ap p oint the directors 
of a hosp ital, otherwise maintained as 
an 
indei>endent 
org anization for the 
benefit of its emp loy es, is liable to lte 
emp loy es for unskillful and imp rop er 
treatm ent receiv ed in the hosp ital. 
The ]>etitionor in Re Wehrli, 157 Fed­ 
eral Rep orter, 9 38 , filed a declaration 
of intention to become a citizen in 18 98 . 
but failed to comp lete th* naturaliza­ 
tion p roceeding s 
before 
cong ress, in 
19 06, p assed an net p rov iding that an 
alien may file a p etition to be natural­ 
ized not less than two nor more than 
sev en y ears after declaration of Inten­ 
tion. It was claimed that his rig ht was 
barred, but the United States district 
court held th at the statute, being one of 
limitation, should not be g iv en a retro­ 
sp ectiv e effect, and the act would not 
bar the rig ht until sev en y ears after its 
jjnssng e. 
Tbe rig ht of a State to imp ose a li­ 
cense tax on the business of selling In­ 
tox icating liquors within the State by 
trav eling salesmen, who solicit orders 
for wholesale houses in their State, is 
up held by the United States sup reme 
court, in Dalamater v. South Dakota, 
27 Sup reme Court Rep orter, 447.
